Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary, 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (If Fomi Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomi will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative inquired as to how the broader claims, for 
example claim 1 , would be treated upon election of a specific polymorphism, for example in claim 4. THe examiner 
indicated that if e.g. CRHR1 was elected for claim 1, examination of claim 1 would include search and examination of 
the elected polymorphism in. eg, claim 4. However, the examiner indicated that examination of claim 1 would not be 
limited to the elected polymorphism. The examiner indicated that only claims which were specifically directed to the 
elected polymorphism would be so limited. The examiner indicated that claim 1, directed broadly to e.g. genotyping 
CRHR1 linked the polymorphisms in claim 4, and that if the broader claim 1 , as broadly directed to genotyping CRHR1 
were allowable, the restriction requirement between the linked polymorphisms in CRHR1. eg claim 4, would be 
withdrawn. Mr. Shukia further indicated that linking claims were only required to be examined for allowablity and that 
only a single rejection need be applied regarding the non-allowability of a linking claim. . 
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
